Passover  Begins  Saturday  Evening,  April  2,  with  Services  at  5:45  p.m. 

Congregational  Seder,  Sunday  Night,  April  3 

The  Festival  of  Passover  begins  Satur¬ 
day  evening,  April  2,  with  services  at 
5 :45  p.m.  That  evening  the  first  seder 
for  families  in  their  homes  will  be  cele¬ 
brated  in  the  traditional  manner. 

Passover  which  begins  on  the  fifteenth 
of  Nisan  is  the  oldest  festival  of  liberty 
in  the  annals  of  civilization.  It  is  the 
Festival  of  Spring  and  its  appeal  is  as 
perennial  as  spring.  It  is  also  an  historical 
festival  which  commemorates  an  event  — 
the  redemption  of  Israel  from  Egyptian 
slavery — which  has  changed  the  destinies 
of  humanity.  The  story  of  that  event  is 
recorded  in  the  first  fifteen  chapters  of 
the  Book  of  Exodus.  Thirty-five  hundred 
years  ago  the  enslaved  Hebrews  revolted 
against  the  tyranny  of  their  Egyptian  task¬ 
masters,  escaped  from  slavery,  blazed  a 
trail  across  the  wilderness,  crossed  the 
River  Jordan  and  settled  in  Palestine — ■ 
the  Promised  Land. 

These  lines  taken  in  part  from  Judaism 
in  the  Home  and  the  feivish  Prayerbook 
by  Chief  Rabbi  Hertz  remind  us  of  the 
enormous  price  generations  have  paid 
to  win  and  preserve  the  freedom  and  the 
basic  human  rights  which  we  enjoy  in 
America  and  which  we  should  always 
strive  to  protect  and  expand. 
Congregational  Seder,  Sun.,  Apr.  3 
The  Congregational  Seder  held  an¬ 
nually  at  the  Synagogue  on  the  second 
night  of  Passover,  this  year  on  Sunday, 
April  3,  is  attended  by  a  great  number  of 
congregants  and  their  families.  The  eve¬ 
ning  service  at  5:45  p.m.  is  conducted 
by  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  and  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  assisted  by  the  synagogue 
choir  and  will  be  followed  by  the  Seder 
promptly  at  6:30  p.m.  in  the  Lemberg 
Auditorium.

He  has  performed  in  Yiddish  in  Europe, 
South  America,  South  Africa  and  Israel. 

His  performances  in  "The  Tenth  Com¬ 
mandment”,  "The  Witch  of  Castille”, 
"Uncle  Moses”,  "Murder”  and  "60,000 
Heroes”  at  the  Jewish  Art  Theatre  and 
his  own  Folks  Theater  in  New  York 
were  acclaimed  by  critics  and  audiences 
alike. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  of  his 
more  than  twenty-one  Broadway  roles 
was  that  of  Shput  in  the  dramatization 
of  John  Hersey’s  "The  Wall”.  For  four 
and  one-half  years,  he  played  Ali  Hakim 
in  the  original  company  of  "Oklahoma”. 
He  was  the  comic  Greek  landlord,  Mr. 
Appopolous  in  "My  Sister  Eileen”  and 
toured  the  United  States,  London  and 
South  Africa  as  Max  Pincus  in  "The 
Fifth  Season”. 

His  first  role  in  Broadway  was  in 
"Don’t  Look  Back”  followed  by  "Call

The  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis, 
through  its  corps  of  two  hundred  chap¬ 
lains,  ministers  throughout  the  year  to 
the  religious  and  spiritual  need  of  many 
thousands  of  Jewish  men,  women  and 
children  in  public  and  voluntary  hos¬ 
pitals,  mental  institutions,  correctional 
institutions,  youth  shelters,  nursing 
homes  and  homes  for  the  aged  through¬ 
out  New  York  State.  Before  Passover 
the  traditional  holiday  foods  are  distri¬ 
buted  to  these  many  thousands  of  people 
who  cannot  provide  for  themselves.  In 
addition,  religious  articles  and  literature 
are  distributed  to  them. 

In  addition,  the  Passover  Fund  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  assists  rabbis, 
scholars  and  other  individuals  in  Israel, 
in  the  Soviet  Union  and  in  our  country. 

The  assistance  must  go  out  from  our 
fund  well  before  the  holiday.  Because  of 
the  increased  cost  of  food,  especially 
Passover  provisions,  it  is  hoped  that 
there  will  be  an  even  greater  outpouring 
of  generosity  in  support  of  this  tradi¬ 
tional  effort.

From  Canaan  —  to  slavery  —  to  free¬ 
dom  will  be  the  theme  explored  in  depth 
by  the  Religious  School  in  preparation 
for  'the  forthcoming  holiday  of  Pesah. 

The  ideas  and  ideals  of  this  holiday 
encompass  the  basic  and  fundamental 
principles  of  Judaism.  The  deeper  one 
searches  into  the  meaning  of  the  Exodus 
from  Egypt,  the  more  profound  and 
relevant  these  ideals  become. 

What  was  the  life  of  our  forefathers 
like  in  the  Land  of  Canaan?  What  were 
the  issues  in  those  days?  What  made 
them  leave  the  Promised  Land  for 
Egypt?  What  is  the  meaning  of  slavery? 
Were  slaves  bondsmen  in  chains  or  con¬ 
struction  workers  who  built  palaces  and 
pyramids?  Is  it  social  slavery  expressed 
in  discrimination  and  prejudice  or  is  it 
slavery  of  the  mind  or  spirit?  Pesah  is 
a  time  when  we  encourage  questions  from 
the  young.  On  Seder  night,  the  Haggadah 
presents  the  answers. 

At  this  time  of  spring  when  all  nature 
renews  itself,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  in 
every  generation  to  relive  the  festival  of 
freedom  and  redemption,  and  to  study 
why  we  observe  Passover  and  how  we 
observe  the  holiday.

Sunday,  March  27,  Primary  Division 
School  Seder.
